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HEARINGS ON COMMUNISM 
The so rt o f hearings co nducted recently 
by the Ho use un-American Activ ities Co m­ 
mittee into Co mmunist infiltratio n into the 
entertainment wo rld inev itably must pro ­ 
duce so me puzzled reactio ns. 
Only o ne o f the 2 3 witnesses called in 
New Yo rk ackno wledged Red affiliatio n, 
say ing he was fo rmerly a member o f the 
Co mmunist party and naming eight o thers 
as hav ing such links. 
The o thers either inv o ked the Fifth 
Amendment, the First Amendment o r gen­ 
erally bucked co mmittee questio ning with­ 
o ut falling back o n co nstitutio nal suppo rt 
fo r their resistance. 
Co nstitutio nal pro tectio n is intended to 
be real, no t fictio nal. Nev ertheless, when 
indiv iduals publicly decline to answer ques­ 
tio ns put by a duly co nstituted co ngres­ 
sio nal co mmittee, they must understand 
that so me suspicio n is sure to attach to 
their perfo rmance. 
Their reaso ns fo r refusal to answer these 
queries candidly may be impo rtant to them. 
But by no w they certainly must realize that 
their reputatio ns suffer as much o r mo re 
by that actio n as they wo uld if they frankly 
admitted party membership. 


ART AND DIPLOMACY 
The change in attitude inside the So v iet 
Unio n—if a change is what it is—is being 
reflected in Adds o ther than diplo macy . 
In the last sev eral mo nths there has been a 
new receptiv eness to Western culture. 
Western artists, writers afld musicians are 
being inv ited to co me to Russia. 
If the new So v iet appro ach to wo rld af­ 
fairs is sincere then the attentio n being 
giv en to Western writing and art co uld 
hav e significance. Diplo mats co nduct the 
fo rmal relatio nships between co untries. Yet 
art can be a co mmo n deno minato r thro ugh 
which peo ple co me to kno w and understand 
o ne ano ther. 
Since the rev o lutio n in Russia there 
hav e been strict regulatio ns placed o n what 
writers, artists and musicians might circu­ 
late there. It wo uld be fine if no w tho se 
restrictio ns wo uld be raised and the Rus­ 
sian peo ple allo wed to ex amine the Western 
wo rld as it is ex pressed by its po ets, its 
painters and its musicians.

WHAT 1 8 BANKING? 
Jo hn J. McClo y , Chairman o f the Bo ard o f 
Direct©n o f the Chaee-Manhattan Bank in New 
Yo rk, defined the nature o f banking in a manner 
that indicates the degree to which this serv ice 
industry has beco me so cialized in this co untry . 
He said: 
“. . • It is relev ant to no te that in suppo rt­ 
ing their o bjectiv e to fo ster the so undness and 
capability o f banks, the superviso ry autho rities 
place certain definite limits 
o n the co mpetitive 
pro cess. Fo r example banking is no t *a business 
which anyo ne can enter who has the necessary 
capital and who desires to go into it. Indeed, 
existing banks are no t even free to expand as 
they may desire. The superviso ry autho rities— 
the Co mptro ller o f the Currency, the Federal Re­ 
serve Bo ard, the FDIC, » o r the vario us state 
banking agencies—exercise co ntro l o ver entry 
into banking; they co ntro l the ability o f existing 
banks to establish new branches; and their ap­ 
pro val is usually required fo r any increase in 
capital sto ck. To day in New Yo rk City, fo r ex­ 
ample, it is no t po ssible fo r a bank to o pen new 
branches in many areas o f the city. Frequently 
the superviso ry autho rities will no t permit ad­ 
ditio nal o ffices o n the gro und that there is already 
an established bank in the area and the o pening 
o f a new branch might lead to excessive co mpeti­ 
tio n. This same situatio n prevails in many o ther 
areas o f the co untry as well. Hence o ne o f the 
primary requisites fo r free co mpetitio n—freedo m 
o f entry—is generally absent in banking. . • 
It was never intended, either by the Co ngress 
o r by state legislative bo dies, when bank legisla­ 
tio n was passed, that co mpetitio n' sho uld be 
eliminated fro m banking, just as when railro ad 
legislatio n wak passed, it was never intended to 
reduce the railro ads to no n-co mpetitive o pera­ 
tio ns strangled by the bureaucrats qf the Inter­ 
state Co mmerce Co mmissio n. These are two ex 
amples o f bureaucratic excesses which do no t 
serve the peo ple who are led falsely to believe 
that they are in so me manner pro tected by o f 
fidals. 
Mr. McClo y says: “. . • Banking is no t a 
business which anyo ne can enter . . . ” which is 
o nly to o true. But who are the po litical ap­ 
po intees who determine who is to be permitted 
to .enter the banking business? It wo uld be in­ 
teresting if a Co ngressio nal co mmittee wo uld 
gather data o n ho w many emplo yes o f the Fed­ 
eral Reserve Bo ard o r the Co mptro ller o f the 
Currency, who lo o ks after banks in the Federal 
system, o r the State Banking Bo ards and co ntro l 
agencies have fo und emplo yment with banks 
while they were wo rking fo r go vernment o r im­ 
mediately after they were fired o r retired. It is 
no t unusual to hear, a year o r two in advance, 
that such and such an o fficial will get a jo b in 
such and such a bank when he is retired—and he 
do es. 
But fro m what vast experience are these 
bank co ntro llers and examiners recruited? Often 
they are lawyers witho ut much practice who get 
a go vernment jo b; o ften they are yo ung men o n 
the Civil Service to who m a millio n do llars is a 
sho cking fact So me o f these bank examiners are 
so igno rant o f no rmal business practices that 
their inspectio ns beco me an absurdity at which 
practical bankers laugh but the reco mmendatio ns 
o f which they must .o bey. 
The banks in a city like New Yo rk, in pro s­ 
pero us times, pile up mo ney which they canno t 
use freely, but which life insurance co mpanies can 
use freely. The law’s go verning the mo vement o f 
mo ney are so inco nsistent that all so rts o f side­ 
line gro ups go into indirect banking business by 
devices which give them a co mpetitive advantage 
in the principal functio n o f any bank which is to 
lend mo ney at interest with the o bject o f making 
a pro fit. 
Whenever, in the capitalist system, the o bject 
is to make a pro fit, the pro spect o f a lo ss is ever­ 
present.

MORE ABOUT LITTLE STROKES 
Yesterday we wro te o f the frequency with 
which little stro kes o ccur and ho w o ften they are 
no t reco gnized .as such until there have been a 
series o f them, o ften bringing serio us perso nality 
changes. Is there anything to be do ne fo r this co n­ 
ditio n? Perhaps the disease can be delayed by 
keeping the weight do wn to no rmal. But what we 
sho uld remember is that many peo ple do get bet­ 
ter after a little stro ke. So me perso ns may go 
fo r ten o r fifteen years in go o d health befo re an­ 
o ther little stro ke o ccurs. Many lo se the sympto ms 
so quickly that it is difficult to believe anything 
impo rtant has happened. Several things might 
have happened in these mild cases. Fo r example, 
the nerve cells may be o nly slightly injured; 
sho ck to a small area o f brain has passed o ff; 
impulses in the brain may be rero uted aro und the 
area destro yed; the blo o d circulatio n may set up 
a new ro ute fo r itself aro und the plugged artery. 
The pro gno sis, o r o utlo o k, depends largely, bf 
co urse, o n ho w much o f the brain has been des­ 
tro yed. The o utlo o k is .no t go o d fo r tho se who se 
character and ability have been badly changed 
fo r the wo rse. Sho uld the patient be to ld he has 
had a little stro ke? Dr. Walter Alvarez says, “I 
think it wise to discuss the po ssibility that there 
has been a little stro ke, if o nly because so many 
o f these peo ple have a go o d hunch as to what has 
happened to them the day they suddenly felt ill. 
This being true, they c^n hardly think much o f 
the ability o r frankness o f the do cto r who do es 
no t seem even to suspect what they had and why 
they have remained so lo ng dibbled, miserable, 
and unable to wo rk. When the do cto r and the 
family refuse to mentio n little stro kes, the patient 
feels all the mo re frightened, iso lated and de­ 
serted.” 
The family o f the patient sho uld be to ld so me­ 
thing abo ut little stro kes so that they can be mo re 
understanding and mo re fo rgiving o f the patient’s 
cantankero usness. The family needs to kno w that 
the brain has been bady injured and because o f 
this a kind, reaso nable father may beco me upkind 
and unreaso nable. In many cases, a man’s em­ 
plo yers o r partners need to kno w quickly that he 
is never likely to wo rk again. Then they can re­ 
tire him with a pensio n. Many a man who has 
lo st his drive and skills sho uld be retired quickly, 
befo re he w recks the mo rale o f the department o r 
perhaps, if he is in business fo r himself, befo re 
he lo ses his business. 
In summary, in millio ns o f cases, little thro m­ 
bo ses in the brain slo wly, o ver the co urse o f 10 
o r 15 years, pull a perso n do wn, slo w him up, ag» 
him, and eventually kill him. Unfo rtunately, un­ 
less the physician suspects the nature o f the pa­ 
tient’s tro uble and asks abo ut a sudden dizzy spell 
o r a mo mentary blacko ut, the diagno sis o f a co r­ 
o nary attack o r cancer may be made. Dr. Alvarez 
says he usually prescribes o ne o r two tablets 
daily o f io do brassid (Lipo io dine) and o thers have 
fo und that three grains daily o f thyro id substance 
has helped sympto ms.

Washingto n (NEA) — Haro ld 
E. Stassen will be the new bo y 
at bat fo r the United States 
when the United Natio ns dis­

All o f Stassen’s predecesso r 
pinch hitters have taken bean 
balls o r struck o ut o n this pitch 
befo re. They include Bernard 
Baruch, 
Benjamin V. 
Co hen, 
Mo rehead Patterso n and Ambas­ 
sado r Henry Cabo t Lo dge, Jr., 
no w U. S. chief delegate to the 
UN. 
Lo dge sat in at the beginning 
o f 
the 
Lo ndo n 
disarmament 
talks earlier this yea r. But when 
no pro gress was made, he turned 
the jo b o ver to his deputy, James 
J. Wadswo rth. 
Tho ugh Lo dge is jealo us o f his 
po sitio n as head man o n UN af­ 
fairs, it is no w expected that 
Stassen will do mo st o f the dis­ 
armament nego tiating this fall. 
STASSEN WAS MADE Presi­ 
dent, Eisenho wer’s cabinet “Sec­ 
retary fo r Peace” last March. 
His assignment was to develo p 
administratio n disarmament po l­ 
icies. He has been wo rking at it 
full time since July 1. 
Stassen has prepared plans fo r 
several new appro aches to the 
disarmament and arms inspec- 


tio n pro blems. 
Thqy have no t 
been greeted with much enthu­ 
siasm by either the State De­ 
partment o r the Pentago n, ho w­ 
ever. 
Secy, o f State Jo hn Fo ster 
Dulles says there are no new 
disarmament plans. He declares 
that when the UN disarmament 
subco mmittee resumes wo rk, the 
U. S. will start fro m President 
Eisenho wer’s o wn plan put be­ 
fo re the Big Fo ur at Geneva. 
This calls fo r unrestricted aerial 
inspectio n o f each o ther’s mili­ 
tary installatio ns by the U. S. 
and U.S.S.R. 
Stassen had no thing to do with 
the inceptio n o f this po licy. It 
was mo re the President’s o wn 
brainchild, with Nelso n Ro cke­ 
feller and Adm. Arthur W. Rad- 
fo nt * chairman o f the Jo int 
Chiefs o f Staff, assisting at its 
birth. 
ALL THIS WOULD seem to 
make 
Stassen’s 
po sitio n 
no t 
exactly the mo st clearly defined 
thing in Washingto n. But assur­ 
ances are given that everything 
is harmo nio us and the adminis­ 
tratio n is wo rking like a team. 
This is in spite o f the fact that 
many skeptics still do n’t under­ 
stand just ho w the President’s 
inspectio n plan is go ing to wo rk. 
This is emphasized by present 
experience with inspectio n teams 
in Ko rea.

turning to clean up a jo b he 
started 10 years ago . 
As an Américain delegate to 
the United Natio ns charter-writ­ 
ing co nference at San Francisco 
in *1945, Stassen served o n the 
co mmittee to co nsider ways and 
means fo r peaceful settlement o f 
internatio nal disputes.

“At San Francisco , it was 
tho ught that the means fo r 
peaceful settlement o f disputes 
pro vided in the U.N. Charter 
wo uld make an arms race un 
necessary,” Stasten recalls.

agitatio n 
and even sending funds and 
so me arms to stir up tro uble, 
the No rth African co mmittee 
was able to synchro nize the up­ 
risings. Newsmen knew Jn ad­ 
vance o f the expected diso rders. 
It 41 has the markings o f a 
carnilly nurtured plo t to cause 
embarrassment to the French. 
But the real o bjective as it af­ 
fects the Western allies is bro ad­ 
er. One result has been to with­ 
draw tho usands o f tro o ps fro m 
the No rth Atlantic Treaty Or­ 
ganizatio n in Euro pe and an­ 
o ther has been to imperil the 
American air bases in Mo ro cco . 
A “co ld war” to so me extent 
has the same o bjectives as a ho t 
war. The purpo se is to weaken 
the enemy’s military strength 
and o rganizatio n. NATO isn’t as 
stro ng witho ut the French divi­ 
sio ns no w in Africa as it wo ulcj 
be with them. Likewise, if an 
ato mic attack came suddenly, it 
is questio nable whether Ameri­ 
can o verseas bases wo uldn’t be 
.subject to sabo tage and inter­ 
ference by lo cally armed bands. 
The United States do es no t 
maintain large bo dies o f tro o ps 
o verseas to guard these bases 
and, in an emergency, wo uld 
have to divert divisio ns fro m 
Euro pe to Africa to safeguard 
the bases fro m which o ur bo mb­ 
ers must take o ff. 
It is true, o f co urse, that the 
basic 
issues 
o f* natio nalism 
didn’t start with the Co mmu­ 
nists, but the latter to o k advan­ 
tage o f the ferment. Even when 
self-rule is granted, ho wever, 
tro ubles fo r the parent co untry 
do no t cease. The ado ptio n o f a 


plan fo r auto no my in Tunisia 
was merely the prelude to the 
fo menting o f internal dissensio n 
elsewhere in No rth Africa. Once 
there is a plan also fo r Algeria 
and Mo ro cco , o ther so urces o f 
frictio n will be develo ped by the 
Co mmunists. 
Back o f the strategy o f infil­ 
tratio n and subversio n is the 
idea that this fo rm o f warfare 
is least expensive and can pay 
o ff in actual co ntro l o r intimida­ 
tio n o f the smaller go vernments 
o nce they o btain their independ­ 
ence. The Egyptian independence 
mo vement had Co mmunist back­ 
ing and, o nce the British were 
driven o ut, the Egyptian leaders 
fo und it expedient to ado pt a 
so rt o f neutrality as between 
the East and the West. Mean­ 
while, the use o f Egyptian ter­ 
rito ry as a base fo r o peratio ns 
against the territo ry o f ano ther 
natio n—France—do es no t seem 
to be fro wned upo n by the o ft- 
glo rified United Natio ns. 
THE “ ANTI-COLONIALISM” 
pro paganda generated by the 
Co mmunists finds a certain re­ 
ceptiveness amo ng tho se Ameri­ 
cans who at the same time seem 
to igno re Co mmunist co lo nialism 
as practiced in Po land, Czecho ­ 
slo vakia, 
Bulgaria, 
Ro mania, 
Hungary, Lithuania, Esto nia and 
Lativia. All these co untries no t 
o nly have lo st their independence 
but have been terro rized into 
submissio n - by 
the 
military 
po wer o f the Red armies. 
Very little is being said in 
America abo ut the tragic plight 
o f the*peo ples o f tho se co untries. 
The American instruments o f 
pro paganda abro ad fo r the mo st 
part keep hands o ff fo r fear o f 
o ffending the Co mmunists. There 
is little mentio n o f self-liberatio n. 
Incidentally, whenever any go o d 
excuse is « lacking fo r America’s 
failure to exert mo ral fo rce in 
behalf o f o ppressed peo ples, the 
argument is made that “libera­ 
tio n” o f the o ppressed peo ples is 
likely “to bring o n a wo rld war.” 
THE EVENTS in No rth Africa 
sho w that the Co mmunists are 
winning many secto rs in the 
“co ld war“ while the Western 
co untries still are lulled into 
co mplacency by the “peace o f­ 
fensive.” Even the brutal sho o t­ 
ing do wn o f an unarmed Ameri­ 
can airplane in the demilitarized 
zo ne in Ko rea do esn’t cause any 
anxiety in the Kremlin because 
it do esn’t stir any o fficial ex­ 
pressio n o f resentment here. 
Small wo nder the Co mmunists 
pursue their “co ld war” tactics 
so intensively.

Re has a 
watch o n his left wrist. He is 
leaning o n a walking stick with 
a white ferrule abo ut five inches 
lo ng and he is clutching in his 
left fingers a liberal fo ld o f a 
lo ng dress which has a co uple o f 
yards o f vo lumino us train kick­ 
ed fo rward o n the gro und, re­ 
vealing a black leather Euro pean 
sho e as big as a seago ing barge. 
The dress is a rich bro cade with 
ivy leaves and a special figure 
that lo o ks like a co nventio n­ 
alized Aleutian crab. 
To Festus Sam’s left stands 
James P. Mitchell, the U. S. 
Secretary of* Labo r and Sam’s 
o fficial o ppo site number. Mitchell 
and Mo rse are smiling at Sam 
and Sam wears a quizzical grin 
which might be co nstrued as 
“what go o fy characters these 
Americans are, wearing co llars 
and ties and tailo red pants when 
they co uld wear plumes, beads 
and bro cade dresses. 
The cut-line, by Mo rse’s o ffi­ 
cial press-agent, Ed « Allen, a 
Co lo nel in the Reserve o f o ur 
gallant 
armed 
fo rces, 
says 
Mo rse, Festus Sam and Mitchell 
are discussing “ways fo r ILO to 
help impro ve labo r-management 
relatio ns thro ugho ut the wo rld. 
(ILO News Pho to .)” 
Nigeria may no t be o ne o f 
tho se places where peo ple drink 
their bath-water and eat their 
yo ung, but the public o fficials do 
wear Casso wary plumes, clam­ 
shells and trains. 


Mitchell 
is

stranger who was bro ught in to 
co ver Ike’s embarrassment after 
Martin Durkin, the president o f 
the plumbers’ unio n racket and 
a Demo crat, o f co urse, resigned 
in a blast o f abuse at the AF o f 
L co nventio n in St. Lo uis. In 
March, 19 54, so o n after Mitchell 
to o k o ver Durkin’s jo b, he fired 
Spencer Miller, o ne o f the few

standing the undisputed histo ry 
o f Lo vesto ne and Bro wn and 
their failure, under public chal­ 
lenge, to present pro o f that they 
had ever recanted. 
Miller knew Lo vesto ne and 
Bro wn o f o ld and he so o n turned 
up evidence that Lo vesto ne, a 
mysterio us co nniver and po liti­ 
cal pro pagandist, was appo int­ 
ing so -called, labo r attaches in 
o ur embassies all o ver the no n- 
So viet wo rld. At this dinner in 
Geneva, o n Thanksgiving Day, 
19 53, Miller was asked to read 
Ike’s Thanksgiving pro clama­ 
tio n. Miller was a greenho rn in 
the

o f 
Mo rse’s Geneva hico galo rum so 
he didn’t kno w there was a rule 
o r 
traditio n 
which 
fo rbade 
speeches 
at -this 
ho e-do wn. 
Therefo re, as the highest U. S. 
o fficer present, he read the cus­ 
to mary clap-trap, always kicked 
o ff by so me hack White Ho use 
secretary and signed with a 
rubber stamp. 
This script was so lo usy, ho w­ 
ever, that po o r Miller figured 
he co uld do no harm by ado rn­ 
ing it with a co uple o f Jo e 
Millers. So he teed 
o ff o n 
Churchill, the late President 
Taft and Adlai Stevenso n. He 
tho ught no thing mo re abo ut it 
but the American “labo r at­ 
tache” fro m the U. S. Embassy 
in Japan no pped up and let go a 
beef abo ut the Stev enso n gag 


and o ffered a to ast to the de­ 
feated no minee o f the repudi­ 
ated Demo cratic party. Miller 
realized that all his jo kes were 
turkeys, but when o ne o f the 
Lo vesto ne 
attaches 
crawled 
him fo r the Stevenso n gag aft­ 
er the dinner, he decided to ex­ 
plain and apo lo gize to Steven­ 
so n, who sent a graceful reply. 
Miller pro mptly mailed this to 
the character who had made the 
squawk after the dinner. 
No bo dy has intimated that 
Miller was drunk because he is 
very sedate if no t T-T. Others 
present were fairly well lo aded, 
acco rding to Thanksgiving cus.- 
to m. Miller, incidentally, is o n 
the faculty o f New Yo rk U and 
is ho no red amo ng men fo r build­ 
ing the marvelo us Jersey Turn­ 
pike witho ut a do llar o f graft 
to 
anyo ne, 
including 
unio n 
thieves. This may be an o ver­ 
statement because surely so me 
larceny must have o ccurred but, 
still, the jo b is no to rio us amo ng

Yo u 
saw perhaps recently that an 
investigato r fo r the Ho use co m­ 
mittee was indicted o n a charge 
o f swiping a repo rt o n Lo vesto ne 
fro m a secret file o f the air 
fo rce. 
So mebo dy squealed fro m Ge­ 
neva to Eisenho wer that Miller 
had made “indiscreet” remarks 
at 
the 
Geneva 
Thanksgiving 
brawl. Mitchell fired Miller in 
March, 19 54, and Ike gave him 
a snarling letter ackno wledging 
his resignatio n. The pretext o f 
the “indiscretio n” is a raw fake. 
Miller was fired because he was 
learning to o much abo ut Lo ve­ 
sto ne, 
Bro wn, 
Dubinsky and 
their wo rldwide po litical ma­ 
chine o perating thro ugh “labo r 
attaches” paid with o o r taxes all 
o ver the wo rld. Lo vesto ne and 
Bro wn threatened to run o ur 
gutters red with the blo o d o f 
American patrio ts and never 
have recanted under challenge.

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HEARINGS ON COMMUNISM 
The sort of hearings conducted recently 
by the House un-American Activities Com­ 
mittee into Communist infiltration into the 
entertainment world inevitably must pro­ 
duce some puzzled reactions. 
Only one of the 23 witnesses called in 
New York acknowledged Red affiliation, 
saying he was formerly a member of the 
Communist party and naming eight others 
as having such links. 
The others either invoked the Fifth 
Amendment, the First Amendment or gen­ 
erally bucked committee questioning with­ 
out falling back on constitutional support 
for their resistance.

WHAT IS BANKING? 
John J. McCloy, Chairman of the Board of 
Director* of the Ch ase-Manhattan Bank in New 
York, defined the nature of banking in a manner 
that indicates the degree to w’hich this service 
industry has become socialized in this country. 
He said: 
• • It is relevant to note th at in support­ 
ing their objective to foster the soundness and 
capability of banks, the supervisory authorities 
place certain definite limits on the competitive 
process. For example banking is not a business 
which anyone can enter who has the necessary 
capital and who desires to go into it. Indeed, 
existing banks are not even free to expand as 
they may desire. The supervisory authorities— 
the Comptroller of the Currency, the Federal Re­ 
serve Board, the FDIC, for the various state 
banking agencies—exercise control over entry 
into banking; they control the ability of existing 
banks to establish new branches; and their ap­ 
proval is usually required for any increase in 
capital stock. Today in New York City, for ex­ 
ample, it is not possible for a bank to open new 
branches in many areas of the city. Frequently 
the supervisory authorities will not perm it ad­ 
ditional offices on the ground that there is already 
an established bank in the area and the opening 
of a new branch might lead to excessive competi­ 
tion. This same situation prevails in many other 
areas of the country as well. Hence one of the 
prim ary requisites for free competition—freedom 
of entry—is generally absent in hanking. . . . ” 
It was never intended, either by the Congress 
or by state legislative bodies, when bank legisla­ 
tion was passed, that competition should be 
eliminated from banking, just as when railroad 
legislation was passed, it was never intended to 
reduce the railroads to non-competitive opera­ 
tions Strangled by the bureaucrats qf the Inter­ 
state Commerce Commission. These are two • \- 
amples of bureaucratic excesses which do not 
serve the people who are led falsely to believe 
that they are in some m anner protected by of­ 
ficials. 
Mr. McCloy says: 
. . Banking is not a 
business which anyone can enter . . •” which is 
only too true. But who are the political ap­ 
pointees who determine who is to be perm itted 
to .enter the banking business? It w’ould be in­ 
teresting if a Congressional committee would 
gather data on how many employes of the Fed­ 
eral Reserve Board or the Comptroller of the 
Currency, who looks after banks in the Federal 
system, or the State Banking Boards and control 
agencies have found employment with banks 
J w hile they were working for government or im­ 
mediately after they were fired or retired. It is 
not unusual to hear, a year or two in advance, 
that such and such an official will get a job in 
such and such a bank when he is retired—and he 
does. 
But from w hat vast experience are these 
I bank controllers and examiners recruited? Often 
I they are lawyers without much practice who get 
a government job; often they are young men on

linquency . I know we hav en’t 
any sex offenders or a .narcotic 
problem, but there ia a problem 
in v andalism, thiev ery , teenag e 
g ang s and y ouths frequenting 
our bars. Althoug h the percen 
tag e may be small, our city is 
g rowing and we should prepare 
ourselv es to handle this matter. 
Althoug h at the present time 
many of our cases do not g o be­ 
fore Children’s Court, we are 
letting these children down. 
A g ood ex ample of this can be 
found by the number of repeat­ 
er cases. Therefore, we must 
look to ourselv es for the cause. 
At the Institute they stressed 
that it is definitely a police mat­ 
ter to see that a child is treated 
hot in a phy sical sense, but we 
must look into his env ironment 
and mental outlook. This does 
not mean that as policemen we 
should become social workers, 
but it does mean that as police­ 
men we should try in ev ery way , ( 
possible to org anize our com­ 
munity . We must use the facili­ 
ties that we hav e at our dis­ 
posal, such as our school sy s­ 
tem, our church org anizations, 
our business g roups and last 
but not least, educate our police 
officers to hav e an attitude cf 
prev enting crime, rather than 
apprehension of crime. 
To do this, a policeman would 
hav e to hav fc a lot of sincere 
and charitable help from peo­ 
ple; charitable to the ex tent of 
surrendering their leisure time 
to look at this problem. May or, 
an officer must require certain 
qualifications for this ty pe of 
work. He must hav e an attitude 
and a personal g oal towards 
helping others. He must feel 
that the material thing s in life 
are not alway s the g reatest, but 
the thoug ht that he has helped 
straig hten out one boy or g irl 
would be most g ratify ing . 
The Institute further pointed 
out that this problem of delin­ 
quency entails a lot of back­ 
g round work on the subject. We 
must find out the home situa 
tion of the child inv olv ed. We 
must hav e knowledg e of his 
school activ ities and his relig ious 
backg round, if any . The Insti 
tute sug g ested that a board or 
panel be formed, so that when 
this 
information 
is 
compiled, 
they can look it ov er, think it 
out and hope to come up with 
some ty pe of treatment. These 
men can work with the police 
department by close and sincere 
org anization. If their finding s in 
dicate there is no hope for this 
child, it will then be in order to 
take the necessary police steps, 
such as Children’s Court and 
sentencing . 
Sir, by this sort of panel we 
wall know that when one of our 
boy s or g irls g oes to court, that 
we as policemen and as an or­ 
g anized community , hav e done 
our best and that we hav e not 
sold them short. The Institute 
does not claim that this sy stem 
is a cure-all, but it can be a 
step in the rig ht directibn. 
May or, I feel that these courses 
lav e enlig htened me in a g reat 
many way s, and if y ou would like 
to discuss this matter in detail, 
: would be more than pleased to 
talk it ov er with y ou. I feel also 
that since attending this Insti­ 
tute I hav e a broader scope and 
a better knowledg e of my work.

munity. We must use the facili­ 
ties that we have at our dis­ 
posal, such as our school sys­ 
tem, our church organizations, 
our business groups and last 
but not least, educate our police 
officers to have an attitude cf 
preventing crime, rather than 
apprehension of crime. 
To do this, a policeman would 
have to havfc a lot of sincere 
and charitable help from peo­ 
ple; charitable to the extent of 
surrendering their leisure time 
to look at this problem. Mayor, 
an officer must require certain 
qualifications for this type of 
work. He must have an attitude 
and a personal 
goal 
towards 
helping others. He must feel 
that the material things in life 
are not always the greatest, but i 
the thought that he has helped 
straighten out one boy or girl 
would be most gratifying. 
The Institute further pointed 
out that this problem of delin­ 
quency entails a lot of back­ 
ground work on the subject. We 
must find out the home situa­ 
tion of the child involved. We 
must 
have 
knowledge 
of 
his 
school activities and his religious 
background, if any. The Insti­ 
tute suggested that a board or 
panel be formed, so that when 
this 
information 
is 
compiled, 
they can look it over, think it 
out and hope to come up with 
some type of treatment. These 
men can work with the police J 
department by close and sincere 
organization. If their findings in­ 
dicate there is no hope for this 
child, it will then be in order to 
take the necessary police steps, 
such as Children s Court and 
sentencing. 
Sir. by this sort of panel we 
wall know that when one of our 
boys or girls goes to court, that 
we as policemen and as an or­ 
ganized community, have done 
our best and that w’e have not 
sold them short. The Institute 
does not claim that this system 
is a cure-all, but it can be a 
step in the right directfbn. 
Mayor. I feel that these courses 
have enlightened me in a great 
many ways, and if you would like 
to discuss this m atter in detail, 
I would be more than pleased to 
talk it over with you. I feel also 
that since attending this Insti­ 
tute I have a broader scope and 
a beater knowledge of my work. 
I think, on these matters. I can 
be more tolerant, more helpful 
and above all, a better police­ 
man.

Answer to Costs 


Lagrange, 111., Aug 24 
General Motors’ answer to the 
soaring coat of operating passen 
ger trains is its experimental 
“aerotrain.” 
Seating 400 persons in 10, 40- 
foot 
coaches, 
the 
low-slung 
modernistic train presents sev­ 
eral railroads firsts. GM execu­ 
tive N. C. Dezendorf said Mon­ 
day at its christening. 
POWERED by a 12-cylinder, 
1,200 horsepower engine, 
the 
“aerotrain’s” 
low' 
center 
of 
gravity—45 inches above the 
rails—and its lightweight con­ 
struction make it capable of a 
top speed of 102 MPH. 
Each coach rests on four 
wheels instead of the usual eight 
and nylon-reinforced bellows are 
used instead of steel springs to 
smooth out the ride. 
A luggage compartment, simi­ 
lar to a bus, opens from outside 
the coach. Each coach is equip­ 
ped with airplane-type pantries 
for preparing and serving light 
meals. 
THE DOORS between the cars 
open by a touch of the rubber 
insulation and stay open as long 
as the doorway is in use. 
The Aerotrain will be shown 
to the public at GM’s powerama 
Aug. 31 to Sept. 25 south of Chi­ 
cago’s Soldier Field. 
The Locomotive Costs $200,- 
000 and the passenger cars can 
be built for $1,000 a seat, Dezen­ 
dorf said, as compared to the 
$2.500 a seat for conventional 
passenger cars.

How to Keep Hate From 
Mesmerizing Your Child 


B y MRS. MURIEL LAWRENCE 
Last vacation, eig ht-y ear-old Georg e stay ed with his father’s 
parents while his family took a trip. 
Since then his g randparents show unrestrained disapproval of 
Georg e. When they visit, he becomes so rude and show-offy that he 
has to be punished. Last week, because he locked his g randpa out 
on the porch, his father refused to forg ive him. His mother writes, 
“I have beg g ed him to show his g randparents more respect with no 
results. I suppose y ou’d say the child has a rig ht to his feeling , . 
I do say it. I also say Georg e is old enoug h to be told how to 
dispose of a feeling that ex poses him to criticism and punishment. 
We’ll not g et a snail’s inch by demanding “respect” for his 
g randparents. If they can’t g et it for themselves, we can’t g et it for 
them. But we can restore it to Georg e. 
We say to him, “Listen, son. Suppose I said to y ou, ‘Georg e, 
ir \(*e is hlppdincr* What would vou say to me? You’d say ‘It’s 


Then why are y ou so rude and naug hty when y our g randparents are 
here just because they see y ou crooked? Why do y ou let their dislike 
of y ou make y ou act like a bad boy when the truth is y ou are noth­ 
ing of the kind?” 
We’ve g ot a child suffering from manipulation by resentment. 
In all its deg rees, hate can wield a mesmeric influence upon chil­ 
dren who have not been taug ht how to resist it. Promptly , in its 
environment, they ’ll beg in to ex press the faults it wants from them 
ex actly as the mesmerist’s subject will start picking apples from 
an imag inary tree because the mesmerist say s to. 
• 
Georg e knows what hate does to him when it’s around. But he s 
g ot to be told we’re on to it, too—and are behind him with love’s 
power to maintain his hold on his actual identity . 
Let’s g et him to admit how uneasy resentment has made him 
feel. Then we can say , “Darling , that's alway s the way resentment 
beg ins its performance. It’s, out to shake our certainty that we’re 
g ood. Well, it can’t do it to y ou. Nex t time y ou feel this uneasiness 
when y our g randparents are here, come to me. We’ll slip away to­ 
g ether to laug h the lie that y ou’re bad rig ht out of ex istence. That’s 
how we kill hate—with a g reat big burst of bappy laug hter.” 
The trouble is, in these situations, we are apt to attack children 
ourselves for the false behavior. It’s neither kind nor realistic. 
Hate’s influence claims g reat power. It’s the world’« problem. And 
it’s as stupid to keep children in ig norance of its claims as it is to 
withhold the fact that electricity shocks, fire burns and g uns kill.

How to Keep Hate From 


Mesmerizing Your Child 


By M KS. M U R IE L L A W R E N C E 
Last vacation, eight-year-old George stayed with his father’s 
parents u'hile his family took a trip. 
Since then his grandparents show* unrestrained disapproval of 
George. When they visit, he becomes so rude and show-oily that he 
has to be punished. Last week. because he locked his grandpa out 
on the porch, his father refused to forgive him. His mother writes. 
“I have begged him to show' his grandparents more respect with no 
results. I suppose you’d say the child has a right to his feeling . . 
I do say it. I also say George is old enough to be told how to 
dispose of a feeling that exposes him to criticism and punishment. 
W ell not get a snail’s inch by demanding “respect'’ for his 
grandparents. If they can’t get it for themselves, we can’t get it for 
them. But we can restore it to George. 
We say to him, “Listen, son. Suppose I said to you, George, 
your leg is bleeding.* What would you say to me? You’d say ‘It’s 
not bleeding, mother. You see crooked.* Because you’d know it waS 
not bleeding, you’d ignore what I thought about it, wouldn’t you? 
Then why are you so rude and naughty w’hen your grandparents are 
here just because they see you crooked? Why do you let their dislike 
of you make you act like a bad boy when the truth is you are noth­ 
ing of the kind?** 
We’ve got a child suffering from manipulation by resentment. 
In all its degrees, hate can wield a mesmeric influence upon chil­ 
dren who have not been taught how to resist it. Promptly, in its 
environment, they’ll begin to express the faults it wants from them 
exactly as the mesmerist’s subject will start picking apples from 
an imaginary tree because the mesmerist says to. 
George knows w hat hate does to him when it’s around. But he|s 
got to be told we’re on to it, too—and are behind him with love’s 
power to maintain his hold on his actual identity. 
Let’s get him to admit how' uneasy resentment has made him 
feel. Then we can say. “Darling, that’s always the way resentment 
begins its performance. It’s, out to shake our certainty that we’re 
good. Well, it can’t do it to you. Next time you feel this uneasiness 
when your grandparents are here, come to me. We’ll slip away to­ 
gether to laugh the lie that you’re bad right out of existence. That’s 
how we kill hate—with a great big burst of happy laughter.” 
The trouble is. in these situations, we are apt to attack children 
ourselves for the false behavior. It’s neither kind nor realistic. 
Hate’s influence claims great power. It’s the world’s problem. And 
it’s as stupid to keep children in ignorance of its claims as it is to 
withhold the fart that electricity shocks, fire burns and guns kill.

The nest time you see a group of adult spectators or the com­ 
batants themselves giving a volunteer umpire the business, re­ 
member this. Nooe of the leagues . • . Little League . • • FYL 
. . . City Softball . . . and others could operate without these 
hardy souls. 
Some of them are paid, to be sure, but hardly the princely 
stipend that many folks suspect. And hardly enough to compensate 
for the abuse some are subjected to by fans and players alike. 
The difference between the ten and the umpire is under­ 
standable and there will be Inev itable situatio ns In which they 
wo n’t see ey e to ey e. And “ Kill the Umpire” Is still o ne o f the 
mo re co lo rful phrases o f American spo rts jargo n. 
They are inherent to baseball for the reason that the fan sel­ 
dom, if ever, has an opportunity to regard 
a baseball game from 
an umpire’s-eye-view. 
* 
Little League baseball provides a much wider area of under­ 
standing between the fan and the umpire, for the reason that 
they share the philosophies of the program, but there always re­ 
mains the chance that they can, and will disagree on a given play 
or call. 
In order to fully appreciate the position of the umpire, the fan 
or spectator must try to put himself in the umpire’s place. He 
must realize the umpire—and no one else—is close enough, nor in 
the right position, to accurately call balls and strikes or a play 
on the bases. 
In Little League, and mo st o ther circuits these day s, fo r 
that matter, mo at umpires as well as managers and co aches 
are no n-pro feaaio nal. Fo r the mo st part, they are v o lunteers 
la a mo st ex acting J o b. They do make mistakes, but like the 
ro aches and managers, they to o , are co ntributing their time 
and effo rt to the pro gram. The lev el o f v o lunteer umpiring in 
Little League Is ex ceptio nally high and the men who o ffer 
their serv ices to the lo cal leagues are to be co ngratulated. 
The fan who attends Little League and other types of games 
should consider this important aspect, and should encourage, rather 
than criticize these men. 
Billy Ev ans, o ne o f 
baseball’s great major league umpires, 
o nce o bserv ed: 
“It is to be regretted that every fan cannot at 
so me time act as an umpire in a ball game of so me importance.” 
Nex t time y o u’re tempted to seco ad-guess the umpire, 
he’s do ing the jo b fo r which y o u didn’t v o lunteer.

Ike Warns of Accepting 
Red Wrongs to Avoid War 


Philadelphia, Aug. 24 (Ah— President Eisenhow er declared to­ 
day th at Am erica is on a “crusade for peace” but can never accept 
Russian wrongs to m en and nations in an “eagerness to avoid 
w ar." 
In a prepared address to the A m erican B ar Assn., Eisenhow er 
voiced confidence th at the Geneva Sum m it Conference spells op­ 
portunity to advance tow ard a 
peace “based on justice and se­ 
curity.” 


“CAN 
WE 
ACHIEVE 
th at 
sort of peace?” he asked. 
“I 
think we can.” 
Yet, 
w ithout 
nam ing 
the 
Soviet Union, Eisenhow er said 
th at the division of G erm any, 
the dom ination of captive coun­ 
tries and the use of internation­ 
al subversion are “violations of 
the rights of men and nations.” 
They probably result, he said, 
from “a compound of suspicions 
and fear.” But he added quickly; 
‘T h a t explains. It cannot ex­ 
cuse.” 
“In justice to others and to 
ourselves,” 
he 
said. < “we 
can 
never accept, those w rongs as a 
p art of the peace th at we desire 
and seek.” 


THE PRESIDENT spoke at 
the annual convention of the 
B ar Association, which is ob­ 
serving the 200th anniversary of 
the birth of John M arshall, the 
fourth chief justice of the U nit­ 
ed States. 
Eisenhow er extolled M arshall 
as a “forem ost 
leader in de­ 
veloping 
and 
m aintaining 
the 
liberties of the people” of the 
U nited States, as a m an whose 
decisions “m ade of the constitu­ 
tion a vital, dynamic, deathless 
ch a rter for free and orderly liv­ 
ing.” 
He said he will appoint nobody 
to the federal judiciary who will 
not serve in the tradition of 
I M arshall. 


IN MAKING a nom ination to 
the federal bench, he said, the 
realization is w ith him sharply 
th a t “the independence and in­ 
tegrity and capacity of the judi­ 
ciary are vital to our nation’s 
continued existence,” 
In 
general, 
the 
presidential 
speech 
took 
a 
som ew hat 
un­ 
ruffled, philosophical approach to 
global 
ra th e r 
th an 
dom estic 
problems, draw ing lessons from 
the career of M arshall. 
The fam ed chief justice, he 
said, was patient, tireless, under­ 
standing, logical, persistent and 
a crusader in the cause of in ter­ 
preting 
the 
constitution 
“to 
achieve ordered liberty and jus­ 
tice under law.” 
“Now.” 
he 
said, 
“Am erica 
needs to exercise, in the crusade 
for peace, the qualities of John 
M arshall. Peace and security for 
all can be established — for the 
fearful, for th e oppressed, for 
the weak, J o r the strong. 
But 
this car. be done only lf we stand 
uncom prisingly for principle, for 
g reat issues, w ith the fervor of 
M arshall—w ith the zeal of the 
crusader.” 
AS MEN and women com m it­ 
ted to a search for tru th so th at 
justice m ay prevail and hum an 
rights m ay be secured, he said, 
“you of the A m erican Bar As­ 
sociation will play a critical p art 
in the presentation of freedom s 
case.” 
“Above all.” Eisenhow er said, 
“conscious of towering achieve­ 
m ents m anifest in the repub­ 
lic’s history under the C onsti­ 
tution, assured th at no hum an 
problem is beyond solution given 
the will, the p ersev eran ce and 
the stren g th —«ach 
of 
us 
can 
help arouse in Am erica a re­ 
newed and flaming dedication to 
justice and 
liberty, 
prosperity 
and peace among men. 
“So acting, we shall prove our­ 
selves—law yers 
and 
layman 
alike—w orthy heirs to the ex­ 
am ple and spirit of John M ar­ 
shall. Like him ‘in his great m is­ 
sion. we shall succeed.”
